This is not to deny the existence 
of pain, but much can be done to- 
wards its alleviation by diligent 
mental application.

Of Vital Importance. 

It is of vital importance not to let 
pain become a tyrant and play 
havoc with the nervous system. It 
is by no means casy to cultivate a 
spiritual detachment towards pain, 
as can the’ Enstern races, but an 
honest effort should’ be made to 
develop this superiority complex. 
A good swimmer never fights an 
undertow; he relnxes and reserves 
his strength. 

We should never be on the alert 
for pain, nor constantly turn ‘an 
inward car for the -first ache. 
Admittedly, it is casy to give this 
advice to a sufferer, but if pain js 
expected and awaited, the shuck to

Some pains are much more easily 
withstood if we understand their 
special significance and that: they 
san be of good omen. In the case 
of rheumatic pains and gastric 
trouble, for example, experience 
shows that during the first few 
weeks of a strict fruit and vegetable 
dict discomfort will depart. Then 
the original symptoms recur, much 
to the victim’s. wrath, unless he 
grasps that this is a “spring 
cleaning” on the part of the body. 

For the first few weeks the or- 
ganism is gathering up its strength. 
When sufficient = rescrves are 
mustered it begins to deal with 
the hitherto Iockfast toxins. The 
recurrence of pain Is due to the 
expulsion of the poisons, and this 
stirring In the dry bones should he 
welcome. In like manner pain re- 
turns to a long-standing ease of 
flat foot as the weakened structures 
recover their tone.

"ACTOR'S CLASSIC [LORD HAREWOOD’S| 


BOOK BY SENECA BY 
HIS SIDE. 


What was described os “a 


. clinsic sulelde” ‘by a young actor 


was the subject of an Inquest at 
Cambridge on Herbert Basil El- 
Nott Duncombe, aged 80, who wa 
engaged at the. Festival Theatre, 
Cambridge. -

at hia side. “A blood-stained 
razor blade was found near, 

Mr. Hugh Ferguaon  Jamen 
Williamson of Chelsen Park-yur- 
dena S.W,, a merchant banker, anid 
that Duncombe was his brother. 
in-law, He was’ not aware that 
Duncombe had any love affairs. 
He knew Mias Hilda Bruce, of 
Porchester-square, who wos sa 
very old friend to the family. 


“The Only Solution.” 


Letters left by Duncombe were 
read by the Coroner, tn one he 
wrote: 

“Aly dear Hilda,~—You may not 
hear of me lor seme time tu come, 
Do not be anxious; I am going 
nway. Lo want you and Dad to 
know how mueh f love you and 
What a yreat comfort and hap- 
piness yuu have been to met me, 
first as a child and during the past 
year, 

“f know 1 am selfish in going 
away suddenly like this, but 1 feel 
it is the only satisfactory solution, 
It fa merely keeping «promise 
made to myself nearly three years 
ago and which it is now time to 
full. I hope to havea success- 
ful journey, with no interference 
from anybody to wreck my plans; 
that would be maddening after. 
wards,”’ 

In a letter to Mr, WilHamson 
he wrote: 

“If youcever receive this letter 
I hope } shall be at peace at 
last and that you and K. (his 
sister) will forgive . my xelfish- 
nessa in causing this saffering. 
I desire that my body shall be 
cremiuted and that the ashes shall 
be distributed to the winds of the 
country.” : 

Mrs. Katherine Williamson, the 
wife of the first witness, referred 
to in her brother's letter as “K.." 
said she thought that her brother 
was depreased owing to the fact 
thet his father, © wealthy man 
who died last year, had disinherit- 
ed him and left the bulk of the 
vatate and family heirlooms to a 
cousin Who would carry on the 
family name. . 

A verdict of suicide while tem- 
porarily insane was recorded.

; RACKETS. — 


“TADPOLE” SUED BY Sports 
DEALER. ot 


Taul Tak-po, more - commonty 
known as “Tadpole” of the Hong- 
kong Cricket Club, appeared in the 
Summary Court yesterday ns de- 
fendant to a claim for $408 by 
Mamak & Co., sports dealers of 
Peking Road, Kowloon. Tho claim 
was for payment of two dozen 
tennis racket frames sold and 
delivered ‘to “Tadpole.” Mr, F, 
C. E. Rendall represented Sundar 


Singh of the plaintiff company. 


Mr. Horace Lo for . “Tadpole” 
told the Puisne Judge, Mr. Justice 
Lindsell, that he admitted the order 
and receipt of the rackets, but de 


clared that they were defective, I 


unfitted for the purpose for which 
they were ordered, and un. 
merchantable. His defence was 
that the rackets should be returned 
and need not be accepted. Mr. 
Rendall argued that the contract 
of sale hud becn complete and the 
goods had passed from seller to 
buyer. On the authorities he cited 
he maintained that defendant 
should make payment, but Wan on- 
titled to claim damages from 
plaintiff after doing so. 


Evidence of the alleged defects 
in the rackets was given by Ian 
Henry Macreight who said he had 
bought a “Special Selected Tadpole" 
racket frame from “Tadpole” at 


‘|the Hongkong Cricket Club. It 


was strung ond he'took it te Canton, 
He played with it two daya Inter 
and after two or three games In 
the first set it cracked near the 
shoulder. : 


Second Racket Brenks. 


He returned the racket, which 
was replaced by another of the 
same make, but this also cracked 
in about tho samo place after n fow 
Fames, He then purchased an- 
other make, The " price of the 
racket that broke waa $22 or $23. 

Mr. Rendoll—What kind of 
racket did you expect ‘to get for 
$2371 didn’t expect it to break in 
the first act. 


Mr. Justice Lindsell—You can't 
expect a very good racket for that 
Price. ; 


“Tadpole” said his proper name 
was Tsui Tok-po, but he had been 
dubbed “Tadpole” by Europeans 
on account of the similarity in 
sound. The racketa he sold 
Macreight were from the two dozen 
he received from Mamak. Pre- 
viously he had had a few of the 
same kind and found that three of 
them were defective. On hia re 
turn order he stipulated that they 
must be better quality, but he had 
sold only five of them. and fuur of 
them had broken. The fifth was 
sent to Singapore and he had heard 
nothing from the buyer. In addi- 
tion tothe two he had sold to 
Macreight he had aleo made a sale 
to a man named MacFarlane. The 
racket had broken near the neck 
within oa few days, and the same 
thing happened to the one with 
which he replaced it, 


The hearing of the case was 
adjourned to December Ub,

_POTTINGER STREET 
’ FIRE. INQUIRY. 


STORING OF TINS OF PAINT 
AND DRUMS OF OIL. 


The Coroner's enquiry into the 
recent fatal fire at No. 42 Pottinger 
Street, which cnused the loss of 
seven lives, waa resumed - before 
Mr. Schoficld at the Central Magis- 
tracy yesterday afternoon, after 
the jury (comprising Messrs, J, i. 
Davy, L. 8. Silva and Fong Un) 
had inspected the ruins. 


Leung Kai, a house-painter em- 
ployed in the carpenter's shop on 
the ground floor, told the Court 
that he was the last of the fokis to 
retire, at 10 o'clock, on the night 
in question. All lights were out 
then. 


Two fron gratings were set in 
the floor over the basement, one in 
tha middle of the shop and the 
other undernenth the staircaso 
lending to the first floor. 
plates were used to cover thcso 
seratings at night-time. A large 
bed on which six or seven ‘fokis 
slept was near one of theso 
gratings. 

Burning Fiercely. 


He woke up, townrds 10 o'clock, 
through a feeling of suffocation, to 
discover the place on fire. The 
flames were burning fiercely, having 
already involyed the stairense and 
the steps leading Into the bnscment 
through one of the gratings men- 
tioncil. : ; 

Me ehouted “Fire,” upened the 
door, and rushed into the street, 
followed by the other  fokis now 
nroused from sleep. He himself 
felt. that nothing could he done, 
In the basement were stored wooden 
Jadders and lime in addition to 
wood, and in shop, stacked on 
xhelves, were tins of paint and 
drums of oi. ct 


Reminded by the Coroner of an 
incident three months previously 
which he had mentioned to the 
Police, witness spoke of having 
seen a lighted cigarette ‘butt, drop- 
ping through a chink in the stair- 
cuse, and Into the basement through 
the trap door, at that time left 
uncovered during the day — time. 
He had then immediately gone into 
the ‘basement and taken the 
cigarette-end out. 


Mahjongg Upstairs. 


Continuing, witness said that 
day and night people were going 
up to and coming down from the 
upper floors where -he knew mah- 
joney was being played. The base 
ment wns lighted by electric lamns 
which were switched off on the 
night in question. 

Replying to 2 question sugested 
by Detective Serut. Byron, witnesa 
said that smoking was not general 
amongst the fokis. He agreed that, 
nt nny rate, smoking was not for- 
bidden. 

Fire OMcer Fitzhenry: I would 
like to ask what quality and quan- 
tity of oil was contained in the 18 
drums we found in the rear part 
of the basement? 

Mr. Fitzhenry mentioned 
one of these drums hud 
tained linseed oil. 


Witness reaffirmed that all the 
oils stocked, were on shelves in the 
shop itself. When the drums were 
empty they were taken down into 
the basement. The 18 drums men- 
tioned’ by. Mr. Fitzhenry were 
emoty. He knew they were emoty 
because he himself emptied them. 

The Coroner: Who actunily 
covered the grating over the stairs 
leading into, the basement? 

Witneas replied that that was a 
daily duty shared generally.

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DEATH OF OLD F PORTUGUESE 
RESIDENT. 


We regret to announce the death 
of Mr. Francisco Xavier Place da 
Silva, a very old resident of the 
Colony, who died at 4. o'clock 
yesterday afternoon at his resid- 
ence, 3, Observatory Villas, aged 
66 yoars. 

Born in Hongkong on March 8, 
1866, the Inte Mr. da Silva came 
of a family Jong identified with 
the Colony, hia father being tho 
late Mr. J. M. A. da Silva, A.LE.E., 
who was the first Hongkong Gov- 
ernment electrician, Educated at 
the Victorian School, conducted by 
the late Mr. and Mra. J. M: Hanlon, 
Mr. Francisco da Silva joined the 
Government service on Janunry 1, 
1883, us aclerk in the Audit Office, 
xoing to the Trensury in July, 
1890. He became a clerk in the 
Money Order Office in August, 
1890, and entered the Importa and 
Exports Office in 1902. He retired 
on pension in November, 1923, 

Deceased had four brothers and 
two sisters, and three brothers 
and: one sister survive him. He 
married, in 1891, Miss Lillia Maria 
d’Aquino, and they had three 
daughters. The youngest of these 
died in January Inst year, Of the 
other two, the eldest married Mr. 
(later Captain) E. H. Wisted, and 
the other married Mr. Carl Punje, 
xoing later with her husband to 
Singapore.

No Work for Curriers,

carriers who will never doa dny’a 
work again---as curriers, unless, 
by sone strange turn oof events, 
the motor car becomes s0 
plebeian that the wealthy 
takes to the saddle again to show | 
his distinetion! 

Now. compare this unwanted 
specialist of the City with the 
ancient villager and. see what a 
helpless creature he is, Ife cannot 
fight because no one wants to fight 
him, and even that would resolve 
itself into n question as ty who had 
more money. He enannot hunt be 
cause woods, rivers and fields, are 
closed to him. He says with o 
certain other well-known charneter, 
“What shall Ido secing that the 
stewardship is taken from me? I 
have not strength to dig. “To beg 
Tam ashamed. Lain resolved what 
to do. I will go to the Exchange, 
draw my gold, then to the reading 
room, and then V'll go and look at 
the traffic.” What is there to do? 
1 have seen men atay indoors and 
read the racing Bult upside down! 
Their moping listlessness irritates 
their wives, infects their familles, 
und their once happy home becomes 
n 1 pl: nee of misery, 

Home Life Broken, 

And we must remember — that 
under these conditions the true re- 
lations of home life ean utterly 
break down in a way that may: be 
permanent, [t may seem impos- 
sible, but a man may come literally 
to hate the aight of his own wife 
and children; ina very real sense 
——too intimate to speak of in public 
—they cease to be his. And when 
those are taken, he hag lost his Inst 
good ‘pleasure, These are things 
of which it is almost too sacred to 
spenk, To realixe what I moan

you must be privileged os 1 have 
been. Thinga can happen and do, 
which, if it were not for the. love 
of God, I can gee no hope of re- 
pair. 

There is one other result of city 
Ufe. In the eily, the inaividual fs 
the unit, In primitive some; 
ties the tribe or’ family the 
unit.’ The individual aig dous 
not exist, as such, in primitive 
communities. In cities, with their 
hurried jostling life full of 
variety, an individual hag fro 
quently td net on hia own initia- 
tive, Theomaking of reaponsibte 
decisions develops hia personality, 

The unemployed man is not 
merely a ounits he ia an individual 
human being. Sometimes, { wish 
people would cerse speaking of “the 
masses’ or “the unemployed.” sHe 
In a oman with offen a highly 
developed mentality, sensitive self. 
respect with Instincts and in- 
telixence fully working. I have 
talked with hundreds of them in 
meetings, They have discussed, 
with keen fnaiht, all kinds of ques- 
tions—<conomics, psychology, his- 
tory, religion. I remember one 
man leading a discussion as to who 
wrote the Odysecy, Sit Arthur 
Quiller Couch would have delighted 
to hear tum. The men were not 
bored while the discussion lasted 
and it was their own choice! 

Rut this very fact makes the 
problem worse, We are thinking 
of highly sensitive organism, ench 
with his own individuality. No 
two of them are the same. To wish 
that [ were not x0 prone myself to 
think that these men and wonen 
arc, somehow, in a class by them- 
kelves, something to be judged in 
bulk as qtantity, dt is often 
necessary to remind ourselves that 
2,000,000 unemployed means 2,000,- 
QU0 bumian lives. Nearly all of 
them began life with their hopes 
as owe did. They looked ferward 
to their home, to their wife and 
their children, They are men who 
went to school with us, ind some 
of them were more brilliant than 
we were, and some could beat us at 
the 100 yards. Now they walk the 
streets, 

All Callings Fall. 

A specialist, anid some wag, is a 
man who gets to know more and 
more about less and less. There is 
an element of tragic truth In this, 
That is, that even if it tere pos- 
sible for a man to transfer from 
one job to another, he could not do 
so Without training, but it is im. 
possible in any case, for all callings 
are full. Meanwhile every trade 
becomes more and more specialised, 
A friend of mine went through a 
boot fuctory In Northampton, After 
seeing all the workers nt their 
respective tasks he asked “Have 
you anyone here who can make 4 
pair of boots?” "No," was the re- 
ply, “I am afraid we have not.” 

One of the very serious effects 
of the march of the machine ia 
that. craftsmanship ia lesa and less 
wanted. 1 shall not ensily forget 
the face of a man with a withered 
hand who came to my door selling 
brushes. Io did) not) want any 
brushes. Then, with enger cyes 
and a smile, he said, “I made them 
myself.” ‘ 

1 wish- that new handicrafts 
could be found, for T can adduce 
evidence showing — that there are 
very few men ih whom the creative 
instinct neeessary for such work 
cannot be found. Meanwhile the 
innate creativeness, the construc- 
tive instinct, which we all share 
with our — animal cousins, is 
thwarted only to find expression in 
other ways. One of these is 
xambling, the statistics for which 
appear to go up with unemploy- 
ment figures.

But someone will be 
Where do they get their money 
from? Well, of course, there Is 
the dole—the thing that has, per- 
haps, saved ous from bloody re- 
volution, but not from moral de- 
gradation, 

Borrowed Money. ' 

No one ix more aware than the 
unemployed man that his dole is 
borrowed money which he will 
never beable to repay, When ft 
was purely an insurance—and our 
American and other crities need to 
be remjnded that it originally was 
---Lhe unemployed man felt no 
shame in taking ft. But now. he 
often fecls himself to he a beggar. 
No Eriglishman easily succumbs to 
the mentality of w beggar. Lf you 
look sympathetically at his 
Sociajism—f om not a Socialist— 
you will ket that it is a last, attempt 
to keep his solf respect, He wants 
to feel that hia dole is his right, 

Once you have made a man take 
money for nothing. a number of 
things can casily follow. 

His sense of moncy value be- 
vomes defective. “Hasy came, 
wasy go.” “He does not save. He 
{s going to have his luxuries like 
other men. | He is not going to 
smoke any Ids, or drink any tesa, 
or gamble any less, or miss the 
movies. [I used to think, “Shank 
God he won't miss his football 
match.” But even here there is a 
acrious side, He doesn't play him- 
self—he watches others. But it 
hes kept the ethics of sportaman- 
ship in his soul. 

Patience Marvel. 

Once a man has lost his self- 

respect, he becomes one of those 
who’ have nothing left to lose, I 
marvel not that crime statistics 
are sald ta be so high, but that 
they are so low. Knowing as I do, 
in a small way, the mental pain-in 
unemployment, I am astonished at 
the patience of my countrymen, 

Money for nothing soon becomes 
money taken for granted. I know 
of young men who have searcely 
done a day's work since they left 
school, six or seven years axa, 
Money for nothing is the normal 
situation for them. The work they 
did not choose and did not like, 
The “gack" was release. 
wonder that they do not want to 
work, 

A friend of mine secured a job 
for one such inn of 22, Ie was 
an big, well-made fellow, and had 
been in work for no longer than a 
few weeks. The new job was a 
good one—650 miles from home, 
After u month he gave it up be- 
cause he was lonely, Funny, but 
tragic.

“No tickets, no ndmission.” After 
endless pleading Heifetz was final 

ly permitted to sev the manager. 
The latter arrived, breathless and 
apologetic, only to discover that 
soldiers would not Hsten to 
only the superior 
ofleer could countermand = the 
order. The next fifteen minutes 
were spent trying to Jocate the 
commanding oflicer. In the end 
matters were righted and Heifetz 
was allowed to enter and play his 
own concert, But the audience, 
which had walted a quarter of an 
hour beyond the scheduled time, 
never knew how near it had been 
to going Heifetz-less that night!

COXSWAIN CHARGED WITH 
IGNORING SIGNAL... 


SENTENCE IMPOSED. 


The coxsawain of the ‘motor 
Inunch Jadestone’ was charged be- 
fore the Hon. Comdr, Hole, at the 
Marine Court this morning, with 
having failed te stop when called 
upon to do ao by a police officer 
on November 22, and with carry- 
ing six pnassengera in excess. 

Mr. H. J, Armstrong, appearing 
for the defendant, entered a plen 
of guilty on the svcond charge. 

Sergeant Riddell satd he war on 
patrol duty In No. 6 police Inunch 
preceeding up the Central Fair- 
way from the East to the West. 
The Jadestone crossed his bow 
from atarboard rbout 20 yards in 
front. He called to the coxswain 
to atop, but the launch carried on. 
Witness then sounded four Dlasts 
on the whistle, but the launch 
carried on, Witness saw seamen 
on the launch shouting to defen- 
dant that he was being hailed by 
a police officer, The launch even- 
tually went alongside a lighter and 
discharged six passengers, and 
after that came nlongaide the police 
taunch. 


Should Have Stopped. *- 


In reply to Mr. Armstrong, wit- 
ness said that-the lighter was be- 
ing towed by the Penguin. He did 
not know who owned the Jadestone. 
The Penguin waa making for West 
Point. The Jadestone was pro- 
ceeding in the sume direction to 
the stanboard of the Penguin. She 
was not making for the Penguin 
at the time he hoiled, neither did 
she change her courte while he 
was watching. The Jadestone may 
have been making for the Pen 
guin. The Penguin was about half 
a mile from the nearest wharf 
which was No. 5 pier, Kowloon 
Wharf. 

When he saw the Jadestone, she 
wan about 100 yards from the 
Penguin on the starboard port. 
The Jadestone was nbout 60 yards 
from the lighter when he first 
hailed her, and about 20 yarda 
away when he sounded the blast. 
Even if he hnd known the Jade- 
atone was proceeding towards the 


Penguin he would have expected! 


her to stop. Any launch hearing 
four blasts from a police launch 
should come alongside. The 
Jadestone did not come alongside 
till after she had gone alongside 
the lighter. There were. other 
launches in the vicinity. but some 
distanee away. 


Defendant's Story.

The defendant said that) the 
Jndestone was alongside the No. 4 
pier. Kowloon Wharf. when he 
received instructions to take some 
coolies off the No, 3 pier and take 
them to the lighter, which was 
made fast to the Penguin. He 
fook the enolies on board and 
made straight for, the Penguin 
which was about 300 yards from 
No. 3 pler. He took about four 
minutes to overtake the Penguin.

Tho London Missionary Society, 
which sent David Livingstone to 
Africa’ as a missionary, is faced 
with the necessity of large reduc- 
tions in its sphero of svork. 

Its deficlency on last year's uc 
counts amounted to £21,421 with 
An accumulated adverse balance 
of £69,802. ' 

Sinco the -annual meeting the 
national financial situation has 
aggravated the eocicty’s difficulties 
and large schemes of withdrawal 
must be placed before the next 
meeting of the directors. 

Unless the London Missionary 
Society receives an = incrense of 
home income amounting to £15,000 
x your withdrawals in areas of 
service in India, China, Madagas- 
car and the whole of the Gilbert 
Islands, including the service of 
the John William ship, will be 
considered. 

The economies will also include 
decreases of salary in which all 
the society’s workers at ‘home and 
abroad will share. 

The decision to proceed with the 
reductions will be made at the be- 
ginning of December, unless the 
position improves.
